DEERE I to begin my Hiſtory 
SALA as the Generality of Hiſtorians 
do, I ſhowd give a Genealogi- 
N cal Account of my Predeceſſors, 
even from Adam; but as the Knowledge 
of my Fore-fathers will not be of any 
Uſe to the following Account; I ſhall 
forbear all Relations of that ſort, and on- 
ly acquaint my Readers, that my Father 
Vor. I. B and 
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and Mothers Names were Thomas and 


Fane; as for their Sur-names, I ſhall con- 
ceal them, becauſe in this Hiſtory I intend 


to go by the borrow'd one of Jobn- le-Brun. 


Mr Fatther and Mother both died 
when I was about twelve Years old; and 
left me poor, and wholly unprovided for; 


nor can I ſay I am any ways obliged to 


them, unteſs for a little Learning, which 
at that Age would neither cloath nor 
feed me. 


ArTzR my Parents Death, I was taken 
out of Compaſſion, by a diſtant Relation 
of my Father's, who promis'd to do ſome- 


thing for me; and indeed he kept his 
Word, and but juſt kept it, for had he 


done any thing leſs than he did for me, 


he wou'd have falſify'd his Promiſe, and 
done nothing at all. 


H was. a Shoemaker by Trade, had 
tolerable Buſineſs, and kept at leaſt fix 
or ſeven Men at Work. He wou'd not 
make me his Prentice, becauſe he ſaid 
4 was a tender Child, and not fit for ſuch 
fYaborious Work, ſo that to caſe me, he con- 
trivd that my Buſineſs ſhou'd be to wait 
upon his Journeymen, which conſiſted of 
running up and down Stairs all Day long,

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either for Beer or Tobacco, and if. I fail'd 
in the leaſt- Point of my Commiſſion, I 


vas ſure to be ſaluted with one of my 


Maſter's dirty Straps over my Shoulders : 
Indeed I us'd to fit down at Table with 
them, though I cou'd not get any thing 
to eat; for theſe hungry Hounds ſoon 
parted the ſmall Allowance of Meat 
amongſt themſelves. — Which was but. 
ſmall indeed! for my Maſter, from a very 
nice Calculation, allow'd but five Pounds 
for his whole Family, which capſiſted of 
himſelf and Wife, his ſix Journeymen, 
and me his poor Slave and Relation, and 
this was pretty well decreas'd before it came 
to our Hands ; for my Maſter, who had 
a liquoriſh Tooth, never fail*d of ſecuring 
a Bit for Supper; and his Wife, who 
came off but poorly with her Huſband, 
took Care to provide for herſelf; by 
which Means we often ſat down to ſhort 
Commons, eſpecially myſelf, who being the 


youngeſt in the Family, was obliged to 
obſerve Decorum, and not help myſelf 


"ill all the reſt were ſerv'd. This was 
but bad Entertainment for a growing Sto- 
mach but being left deſtitute, I was 
oblig'd to bear it, and did for upwards 
of three Years; in which Time, had it 
not been for my private Induſtry, I ſhou' d 
have been ſtary'd; that is, if 1 had not.

HERE I can't help taking Notice of 
ſome Particulars relating to_a Scheme of 
mine, which I laid to get a hearty Meal, 
and indeed, I had great Hopes from it. 
— The Affair was thus; one Day as I was 
going out of my Maſter's Houſe, I ſaw 
my Miſtreſs talking to a poor Woman at 
the Door, who was big with Child. My 
Miſtreſs at ſeeing me, order'd me to go 
into the Kitchen, and fetch up a Slice of 
Bread and a Piece of Beef, which ſhe 
had conceaPd for her own eating, and 
give it the poor Woman, ſaying, who 
cou'd refuſe to give ſomething to one 
in- her Condition ; accordingly I did as 
directed; but cou'd not forbear taſting 
as I brought it up Stairs. I was 
ſurpriz'd to ſee my Miſtreſs, (who was one 
of the moſt narrow-ſouPd Devils in the 
World) ſo very liberal; and while I 
was reflecting on her uncommon Gene- 
roſity, a Thought ſtruck into my Head, 
which was of bitter Conſequence to me.

a a generous Heart wou'd beſtow a good 


Meal upon the like Occaſion, Well, 
I determin'd to try; but the Difficulty 
was how to get Cloaths, when an Acci- 
dent happen'd which furniſh'd me com- 
pleatly for the Adventure : My Miſtreſs 
one Sunday in the Afternoon was calPd 
in a great Hurry to a Neighbour's La- 
bour ; upon which ſhe threw off her eve- 
ry Day Rags to put on her beſt Suit, 
and left the old ones in the Shop.

the Girt of my big Belly, and dropp'd the 
Stone down upon the Man's Toes, who 
immediately fell Backwards, and the whole 
Mug of Beer upon him : The Maids 
ſcream'd, and run away, and I, going to 
run after them, ſtumbled over the poor 
Fellow, who lay almoſt dead with the 
Fright.

her out of the Houſe, and vow'd never 
to ſee her more; this was an thexpec- 
ted Cruelty, and I felt more for her 
Diſtreſs than I had ever yet ſuffer'd by my 
own. My Heart bled in me, when I 
ſaw the blooming Maid caſt out with- 
out a Friend, and expos'd to all the Dan- 
gers that wait upon that tender Sex. 
My own Misfortunes were forgot, and all 
my Care was turn'd to ſuccour her, and 1 
guard her Virtue from the Snares that t 
Poverty too often leads Women into. | f

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OvuR charitable Couſin, who faw and 
pity'd our Diſtreſs, in ſome Meaſure al- 
leviated the Sharpneſs of our Grief, by 
promiſing to entertain my - Siſter as his 
own, and give her the ſame kind wel- 
come which he had ſhew'd to me, and 
tho* I bluſh'd to receive ſo many Obli- 
gations from him, eſpecially as I knew 
his Circumſtances wou'd not well admit ot 
it, yet as we had no other Friend left, 
we were oblig'd to accept of his Offer. 


Tunis additional Favour made me more 
earneſt to get into Buſinefs, and in a 
little Time, thro? the Intereſt of my Cou- 
ſin, -I got a Place both agreeable to my 
Inclinations, and fit for my Capacity; it 
was Uſher to a School, which, tho* a 
private one, had a great Number of Pu- 
pils, and was not much inferior to many 
of the publick Colleges in England. The 
Maſter, after examining my Abilities, 
and finding they were ſufficient for his 
Purpoſe, agreed to give me thirty Pounds 
per Aunam, and board me at his own 
Table. The Money I paid to my Uncle 
to help defray the Expences my Siſter 
ut him to, and make ſome Satisfaction 
kor the Favours he had done me.

But alas 
it did not laſt long ; for as if Fate had 
mark'd me for Misfortunes, I. had not 
enjoy'd my Place about eight Months

forſook him; he rav'd for two Days, and 
then dy*d in the utmoſt Agony you poſ- 
fibly can imagine - 


As I was pretty well acquainted with 
the Widow's Circumſtances, and knew 
that he was the entire Support of the 
Family, I naturally imagin'd that the 
Conſequence of his Death wou'd be very 
fatal to myſelf and my unhappy Siſter. 
Tho? the good Woman had ſuch a regard to 
the dying Words of her Huſband, that 
ſhe promis'd to ſupport us to the laſt 
Farthing ſhe had in the World; how- 
ever, I reſolv'd not to "diſtreſs her, and 
not being able to get any better Buſi- 
ſineſs, I was oblig'd to ſubmit to my pre- 
fent Condition, and rather choſe to wear 
a Livery than impoſe upon my Friend ; 
nor do I bluſh to meet my Acquaintance 
in this Dreſs, who remember me in bet- 
ter Circumſtances, - tho* ſome of them are 
aſham'd to ſpeak to me; for I prefer 
this honeſt Meaneſs to all the ill- got Riches 
Villany ever purchas'd. My Siſter till 
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tives with my Couſin in as handſome a 
Manner as her ſmall Income, with my 
Aſſiſtance, will permit.

Wren Philippo had ended, my Heart

Theſe are my 
Maſters, and they uſe me with the ut- 
moſt Lenity, and never employ me in 
any Baſeneſs that may hurt my Morals, 
nor in WW Fatigue that may impair my 
Health ſhort, they ſeem to think me 
their Equal in ev'ry Thing but Fortune, 
which they pay very little Deference to.

I thank'd him a thouſand 
times for the Confidence he repos'd in me; 
and premis'd to take all the Care I poſ- 
fibly cou'd ro execute my Office with In- 
tegrity and Juſtice. He ſeem'd very well 
fatisfied of my Honeſty, and told me 
that I might enter into my Office as ſoon 
as I pleas'd, and that he wou'd give me 
eight Pounds a Year at prefent, and as I 

behay*d, farther Advancement, and withal 
promis'd to cloath me, to make me appear 
orthy my Commiſſion. I told my new 
that as I had nothing at my other 
Place worth my fetching, —— (for indeed, 
I had nor any Cloaths but what were up- 
on my Back) if he pleas'd, I wou'd not 
return any more, but enter into my Bu- 
ſineſs immediately.

He was very well pleas'd with 
I my Manner, prais'd my Diligence, and 
l gave me half a Guinea for my Pocket.

7 Bring thus happy I wanted nothing 
p but my Friend to congratulate me on my 

| Succeſs, by whoſe Means I was thus rais'd 


in the World, (for I had neither ſeen nor 
heard from him ſince my Engagement 
in this Family) but as he was a Servant, 
I knew his Time was not his own, and ſo 


eaſily excus'd his Abſence. 


Every Day Lorenzo conferr'd ſome Fa- 
vour or other on me, and I grew ſo much 
in his Eſteem, that he us'd me more like 
a Child than a Servant, which made me 
very much reſpected by the reſt of the Fa- 

mily, (which is not uſual for a Favourite 

to be;) but as I had not any Pride, and 
aſſum'd very little Power over them, their 
Love made them all my Servants as 
much as my Maſter's, and the whole Fa- 
mily was Harmony. 
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I nap a little Room to myſelf, which 
I ugd to call my Office, for here I in- 
ſpected all the Accounts, and did what 
other Buſineſs my Place oblig'd me to.— 
And as I had above half the Day to my- 
felf, T bought @ few Books which I us'd 
to divert myſelf with ew'ry Opportunity 
my Buſineſs wou'd permit, by which 
Means I emprov*d my Learning, and re- 
fin'd my Morals. My Maſter perceiving 
me ſo fond of Study, gave me an unli- 
mited Order to take what Books I want- 
ed at his Bookſellers, and bid him ſet 
them them down to his Account. This 
was a Favour very agreeable to my Hu- 
mour, and I made the beſt Uſe of it 
my Capacity wou*d let me. 


In a Twelve-month's time I very much 
emprov'd myſelf by my Study, and had 
the Pleaſure to fee my Behaviour agree- 
able to the Family, and my Buſineſs done 
to the Satisfaction of my Maſter.

An unfortunate Accident; the Ser- 
vice I did Lorenzo, and his Ge- 


nerofity. 


BOUT this Time, to my great Sur- 

ize, there happen'd an Accident, 
which ſet the whole Family in Confuſion; it 
threw my Maſter into the higheſt Jealouſy, 
and my Lady almoſt into Deſpair and their 
Goodneſs and Generofity had ſo engag*d 
their Servants wiſhes for their Happineſs, 
that every one felt their Diſtreſs as much 
as if it had been their own. 
Occaſion of their Uneaſineſs was this: 


My Lady had a Woman, who waited 


on her (whom I ſhall call Lettice) that 
was of a pretty amorous Diſpoſition, and 
I believe had gone thro* the whole Fa- 
mily, except my Maſter and myſelf, as 
I judge by the Freedom which I had ſeen 
many of the Footmen take with her ; but 
having tir'd all the Servants at home, ſhe 
began to ſeek out for ſome freſh ones 
abroad, and ſoon had a great Train of 

Admirers 


The 
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Admirers to viſit her; but there was one 
that ſhe ſeem'd particularly fond of, and 
he was more frequent in his Viſitations 
than any of the reſt ; he appear'd a work- 
ing Man, and in very bad Circumſtances, 
for he never came to ſee her, but in one 
Coat, and that but indifferent. She went 
on in this Manner for ſome Time, was 
always fond of his Company, and ever un- 
eaſy when he was away; as the. Servants 
thought there might be a Treaty of Mar- 
riage on foot, they were civil to the Man, 


and never diſcover'd the Affair to my 
Maſter. 


Now my Maſter and Lady ſometimes 
had different Apartments, not from any 
Diſtaſte to each other, for they were the 
fondeſt Couple I ever ſaw, but merely 
for Form's Sake, which People of Faſhjon 


generally obſerve. 


Wren my Lady lay by herſelf, Lettice 
laid in a Chamber cloſe to her, which 
had a Door into her Room, that ſhe 
might the readier hear if ſhe ſhou'd call. 
One Morning about Three o'Clock, when 


all the Family was aſleep, we were a- 
larm'd by an Outcry of Fire, which im- 
mediately rais'd the whole Houſe, when 
looking eut of the Window, I PR

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the next Door but one all in a Blaze, 
and all the Neighbourhood in Confuſion; 
upon which I ſlipp'd on my Gown, and 
ran down to the firſt Floor, where my 
Lady hy, in order to convey her ſafe from 
the Flames; but how was I ſurpriz'd 

. when going into her Chamber, I faw 
| my Maſter holding a Piſtol to her Head, 
ready to deprive the poor trembling La- 
dy of her Life, which he infallibly wou'd 
have done, had not I ruſh'd upon him 
and prevented his Deſign ; which inſtead 
of moderating his Paſſion, made him 
rave the more, while with Looks of 
Fury he ſtruggled to deſtroy his Wife ; 
the poor Lady ſtood motionleſs with 
Fear and Wonder, without the Power 
of Speech to aſk the reaſon of his An- 
ger: Being reſolv'd he ſhou'd not hurt 
her, I call'd for help, and forc'd him out 
of the Room ; for I immediately thought 
the ſudden Surprize had turn'd. his Brain, 
being aſſur'd he cou'd not have any real 
Cauſe for the raſh Action he was about 
to do when I came 1n, 


Wurx we had got him into another

willing to make my Deſires good. I then 
threw myſelf at his Feet, and beg'd a Fa- 
ther's Bleſſing, he took me up, and embra- 
cing me with all the Marks of Tender- 
neſs, acknowledg'd me his Son, and ever 
after lov'd me as ſuch; — he ſettled 1000.

unleſs another grieves ; where Honour's

of Play, entail Contempt and Poverty to 


all their Succefſors. Here Avarice and 


the Love of Money aſſembled a large Com- 
pany, of which I was one; I ſhall for- 
bear giving a Deſcription of the People, 
and their different Manners, ſince almoſt 
every body knows the Conſequences of 
winning and loſing, and the many Paſſi- 
ons and Extaſies which Fortune throws 
Men into. — So I hope my Reader will 
be contented with knowing, that after I 
had fate above ten Hours, I came off but 
ten Pounds a Winner, which pleas'd me 
very well, and ſent me to Bed with a 
light Heart. 


Taz next Morning I employ'd in ſeek- 
ing out a Lodging for myſelf, and the 
Captain, after ſeeing many, I fix'd upon 
upon one near the hot Well, and agreed 
to pay a Guinea per Week for it: It was 


a large Houſe, and full of Lodgers, but 


very commodious, and we were both well 
ſatisfy'd with the Bargain: Before I had 
been here a Fortnight, I got a large Ac- 
quaintance, which made the Place very 
agreeable ; the Day we ſpent in Walking, 
Bathing, talking with the Ladies, and

and Bills, upwards of 1000/7. But here 
Fate ſeem'd to repent. of her Kindneſs to 
me, and ſent Love, to ruin both Peace 
and Fortune at a Blow; the little fly God 
undertook the Charge, and effectually per- 
form'd it in the following Manner. 


Tuz RE was a Gentleman and his Wife 
and Daughter, who were fellow Lodgers 
in the ſame Houſe with the Captain and 
myſelf; the Gentleman was about fiſty 
Years old, and his Wife not far from the 
ſame Age; but they were both hearty, 
merry, well-behav'd People, and ſeem'd 
to have a Reliſh for the Diverſions of the 
Place left ſtill, which made their Com- 
pany ſought and admir'd by all the Fa- 
mily. — But what gave me the higheſt 
Satisfaction was their Daughter, the beau- 
tiful Dorathea; (for fo I ſhall call her as 
often as I have Occaſion to mention her 
in this Relation) ſhe, was not quite 
Eighteen, but had the Wit and Under- 
ſtanding of one of Thirty. — Theſe Qua-

I now began to find myſelf in a very

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I wenT immediately and took a ſingle

now 'dreſs'd, I cou'd not poſſibly begin my 
Scheme of eating at other People's Ex- 


pence, there being but few that care to 


a Dinner to thoſe who want it; ſo, 
till my new Suit was finiſn'd, I was forc'd 
to regale myſelf at the Cook's, for I de- 
termin*d not to ſquander away my Money 
at Taverns: After living in this Manner 
for about a Week, my Taylor came and 
fitted me out for better Company; by this 
Time too I had got ſome new Shirts, a 
Wig, Sword, and all other Neceſſaries fit 
to appear in the Beau-Monde with. In- 
deed, I can't ſay, that I paid ready Money 
for *em ; for, as. my Credit was good, [ 
was willing to defer the Payment *tll I 


ſaw how Fortune wou'd favour me. 


Tae firſt Viſit I made was to my good 
Friend the Captain, who receiv'd me kind- 
ly, and told me, he was juſt going to dine 
with an Officer, an Acquaintance of his, 
who liv'd near Hyde-Park, and that he 
wou'd take me with him, and introduce 
me into his Company, ſaying, he was a ve- 
ry good-natur'd Man; and that if I did 
but take care to pleaſe his Wife, I might 
be ſure of his Friendſhip. This Caution 
made me a little inquiſitive into the Tem- 


per of the Lady ; the Captain made — 
: but 
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but a ſlight Anſwer, and ſaid, I ſhow'd 
know more when I had ſeen her; fo a 
Coach was call'd, and we went out toge- 
ther.

call'd to anſwer for his Neglect, he told 
the Captain it was his Lady's Fault, who 
had been making ſuch a Noiſe below, that 
ſhe had quite confounded all the Servants 
in the Houſe. Here the Captain's Wiſ- 
dom ſhew'd itſelf very ſtrongly ; for he 
immediately, upon this impudent Decla- 
ration of the Cook's, before his Friends, 
turn'd him out of Doors, ſaying, he wou'd 
never ſuffer any Servants of his to expoſe 
his Wife before any of his Company.

— He 3 as follows. 


1 AM, you know, ſaid he (applying 
1 Captain) the only Son of a 
Gentleman in Zorizſtire; my Fa- 
ther's Maine is Lucio, and. his Eſtate is a 
good 40007, a Year, my Mother died 
when I was but ſix Years old, my Father 
happily ſurvived, and took great Care of 
my Education, that 1 might not make 2 
contemptible Figure, nor appear unwor- 
thy of the Fortune I was to poſſeſs at his 
Deceaſe, which is a Duty, of late, ſo 
little regarded by Parents, that it is look'd 
upon as a Miracle, which makes Igno- 

rance 
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rance and Fortune almoſt inſeparable ; 
in ſhort, I had improv'd myſelf, by my 
Study, ſo much, that before I was Fifteen 


] began to deſpiſe all the wealthy 
Ideots and *Squires in the Neighbourhood, 


and was for finding out a better Set of 
Companions to ſpend my Time with; 
but having often Occaſion for Money to

lent, as Innocence could make her, © but 
when Time had made her acquainted, I 
found her Converſation as agreeable as her 
Perſon, and her Tongue finiſh'd the Con- 
queſt that her Eyes began. Thus I went 
on upwards of twelve Months, without 
either telling or hardly ſhewing what I 
wiſh'd for, but that my Uneaſineſs in-

and kneeling down, aſk'd him Bleſſing, 
which ſo thunder-ſtruck him, that he had 
hardly Power to bid us rife.

Wren I came to Hull I enquir*d, as! 
was directed for Captain Aucher; he came 
to me, and I gave him a Letter from my 
Father; when he had read it he aſk'd me 
to {it down and ſpend the Remainder of 
the Day with him, ſaying, that To- 
morrow Morning he wou'd give me an 
Account of my Father's Goods: Accord- 


ingly the next Day we went on board 


together, but how was I amaz'd when, 
inſtead of talking of what I came about,

HE Bearer is my Son, whom I told 

you of ſome Time ago, and whom J 
always defſign*'d for the Sea, nay, and have 
bad his promiſe to comply with the Bu- 
fineſs I had choſe for bim; but be has 
lately married contrary to my Intention, 
and without my Conſent, which I believe 
you will eafily believe when I tell you his 
Wife is à common Praſtitute, and will in- 
fallibly ruin him, unleſs ſome Method be 
taken to prevent ber; I cou'd think of no 
better Expedient than ſending him to you, 
with an earneſt Requeſ to clap bim on 
board immediately, and take him with you 
to the Indies, and pray take great Care 
he does not get out of your ; 40% ( for 
fince his Marriage he is very loth to 
leave England.) The Inclosd is a Bill of 
five hundred Pounds, which I defire you will 
lay out in Neceſſaries proper for his Buſi- 
neſs, As to his Wife and Child, I _ 
| take 
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take Care of *em, but will never ſuffer him 
to ſee em more. Yours, 
LUCIO. 


Tris Letter of my Father's ſtruck 
to my Heart, and made me more mi. 
ſerable than any other Accident cou'd 
poſſibly compaſs, 1 thought I ſhou'd have 
dy'd with Grief: When I reflected on 
that barbarous Sentence, never to fee her 
more; nor had I one Gleam of Comfort 
but his Promiſe of providing for my 
Wife and Child, which I had great Rea- 
ſon to ſuſpect, ſince he had been ſo cruel 
to me. 0 


Tux Captain us'd all his Eloquence 
to make me eaſy, and reconcile me to 
my Fortune; but my Paſſion for my Wife 
was ſo great, that all his Perſuaſions had 
no Effect, nor in the leaſt aſſuag'd my 
Grief : He order'd my Irons to be taken 
off, and took me into his own Cabin, 
which a little eas'd my Body, tho? it 
gave no Comfort to my Mind. The 
whole Time of -my Voyage I ſpent in 
Sighs and Tears, til] at length my Mis- 
fortunes threw me into ſuch a violent 
Fever, that my Life was deſpair'd of ; 
nor did I perfectly recover *till I came 
on Shore, The firſt thing I did when 
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J was landed, I begg'd the Favour of the 
Captain (who ſtill Kept me in his Eye) 
to permit me to write to my Wife; which

This being ſent by the firſt 
Ship that went off, I began to be a little 
more compos'd, ſince I had let her know 
the Reaſon of my Abſence, and apply'd 
myſelf to Buſineſs, with Hopes that I 
might one Day return to England, and 
make the dear Object of my Love more 
happy by an additional Fortune, that my 
Induſtry, in a few Years, in all Probabi- 
lity wou'd purchaſe me. | 


HERE, 
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Here, I cou'd not help interrupting 


the Gentleman, being impatient to know 


what became of his Wife, and what En- 
tertainment ſhe met with, after he was 
carry'd on board ? Sir, (anfwer*d he) 
the Treatment ſhe receiv'd was more 
brutal, if poſſible, than any thing I have 
hitherto related ; for as ſoon as ever ſhe 
was able to get out of her Bed, my hard- 
hearted Father order'd her and the poor 
Infant to be turn'd out of Doors, and 
ſet adrift in the rude Current of the World 
to Miſery and Want. Being thus diſ- 
carded by him from whom ſhe hop*d for 
Saccour, ſhe went to her old Father and 
Mother, who receiv'd her with Tears of 
Tenderneſs, and provided a Shelter for 
herſelf and Child: This Action of my 
Father*s made a great Noiſe all over the 
Town, ſo much, that he cou'd go no

Az no leſs induſtrious abroad, for I gave 
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began to fit down contented with my 
Fortune, but ſhou'd not have been ſo 
eaſy had I known the many Hardſhips 
my poor Wife endur'd in my Abſence ; 
I often wrote to her to acquaint her 
with the good Succeſs I met with in 
my Affairs, and aſſure her of my Con- 
ſtancy, tho' for ever ſeparated from her; 
directed all my Letters to my Father's 
Houſe, ſtill thinking ſhe was under his 
Care; but when I found ſhe made no 
Anſwer to what I writ, my Mind grew 
full of Doubts, and I ſuſpected my Fa- 
ther of ſome barbarous Proceeding ; and. 
what added to my Diſquiet was, the

Whenever we walk*d 
out I took care to appoint Perez to meet 
us, which made him very much in my 
Intereſt, for he was a generous friendly 
Gentleman, and well worthy the Happi- 
neſs he engag*d in the Lady's Affec- 
tions. Under the Cloak of my Courtſhip 
the happy Lovers had frequent Inter- 
views which were always ſpent in de- 
vis*d Schemes to compleat the Affair, 


while the miſtaken World were expec- 


ting every Minute to hear of my Mar- 
riage. 


HAvINO got over this troubleſome 
Affair, my whole Thoughts turn'd again 


upon 
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upon my Wife; and my not having 
heard from her, convinc'd me ſhe had 
never been told what was become of me, 
which made me impatient to return to 
my own Country. 


WaHiLE I was in this reſtleſs Situation, 
ſhe (till follow'd her firſt Buſineſs, which 
increas'd every Day, *till one of her beſt 
Cuſtomers and Friends, who had heard 
her Story, and knew my Father, advis'd 
her to go into the Country, and once 
more try to move him, who alſo pro- 
mis'd to give her a Letter, defiring him 
to take ſome care of her; the poor Girl, 
thinking her Friend's Intereſt might pre- 
vail with him, tho* ſhe cou'd nor, agreed 
to the Propoſal, took her Child, who 
was now grown a fine Boy, a few Neceſ- 
ſaries, and the Letter, and went direct- 
ly to my Father, When ſhe came to 
him, he having forgot her, receiv'd her 
very civilly, ſhe gave him the Letter, 
which when he had read ſome Time, 
ſhe and her Child fell upon their Knees ;

Wurx the Wedding was over, the 
worthy Perez made me a very large Pre- 
ſent, and offer'd me any Service in his 
Power; I only begg'd of him to get me 
a Paſs from his Father to go to my own 
Country, which as he knew my Story, he 
promis'd without any Heſitation. 


I now began to have ſome hopes of

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Treatment of me, and ſhou'd have had 
much leſs had I then known his Uſage 
to my Wife ; but as he ſaid he had taken 
the greateſt Care of her in my Abſence, 
it in ſome meaſure made me forget my 
own Sufferings.
